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Student Involvement in Campus Activities 


This issue of FOCUS provides information about student involvement in campus activities. 


The information was obtained through the 1999 Student Information Survey conducted by the 
Canadian Undergraduate Survey Consortium (CUSC). The surveys were distributed by mail to 
random samples of undergraduate students from 23 Universities across the country in January 
1999. Survey respondents were asked to rate services and functions provided by all responding 
universities; therefore, opinions expressed here do not necessarily reflect departments and units 
at Concordia. Six hundred Concordia students were randomly selected — 244 participated. The 
mean age of Concordia participants was 25.4 years. Response rates indicated that 59.02% of 
Concordia participants were female, while 40.98% were male. At Concordia, 69.3% of respon- 
dents identified themselves as full-time students. Additional details regarding methodology are 
available.

Involvement in Campus Activities 


The study assessed student involvement in various campus activities by asking participants to 
indicate their level of participation in a five-point response scale. Possible response options were 
occasionally, often, very often, never, and not applicable (N/A). The table below summarizes the 
response percentages of Concordia participants.

Extracurricular Events, Social Events, Campus Lectures and Cultural Events 


Survey results showed that 21.58% of Concordia study participants occasionally attend campus 
extracurricular events, with 4.56% indicating that they often attend and 2.07% stating that they often very 
often attend such events. Respondents from Concordia indicated that they never participate in 
extracurricular events at a rate of 67.63%. 

Study results also showed that 36.36% of Concordia respondents occasionally attend campus social 
events; 5.79% indicated that they often attend, while 49.17% stated that they never participate in campus 
social events. 

According to the survey results, campus lectures (non-class time lectures) were never attended by 55.37% 
of respondents, while 29.75% indicated that they occasionally frequent such events. The response of often 
was selected by 4.96% of participants, with 4.13% indicating that they very often attend extra campus 
lectures. The not applicable response was selected by 5.79% of study participants. 

The rate of Concordia students in the survey who indicated that they occasionally attend cultural events 
was 29.75%. 4.96% of respondents stated that they often attend campus cultural events, 2.48% indicated 
that they do so very often, and 59.09% stated that they never attended campus cultural events. 

For Concordia respondents, 86.78% indicated that they had never participated in the production of 
drama or music events at the university, and 2.49% stated that they were occasionally involved. While no 
one selected the response rate indicating that they often participated in such productions, 1.24% indicated 
that they were very often involved in drama or music productions. Participation in this particular activity 
was not applicable to 9.5% of respondents. 

At a rate of 88.94%, study participants indicated that they had never served as a peer advisor at the 
university, while 8.68% responded that this involvement was not applicable. While the very often 
selection was chosen by 1.65% of respondents, .41% of participants who attend Concordia University 
indicated that they have occasionally and often served as a peer advisor. 

While 2.49% of Concordia respondents indicated that they had occasionally participated in student 
government, .83% stated that they often had, 4.15% stated that they had participated in such activities 
very often, and 8.71% of Concordia respondents regarded this area was not applicable. Study results 
indicated that 83.82% of respondents had never participated in student government. 

Occasional involvement with student clubs was indicated by 14.94% of respondents, while 70.95% 
indicated that they had never participated in student clubs. Of Concordia respondents, 2.9% indicated 
that they had participated often in student club activities, and 5.39% stated that they had participated 
very often in these activities. 

Over 90% of Concordia respondents indicated that they had never participated in fraternities and/or 
sororities, while 1.65% had an occasional involvement. As 6.6% stated that participation in fraternities / 
sororities was not applicable, .83% indicated that they were often involved in such activities; .83% also 
responded that they participated very often. 

Attending home games for Concordia’s athletic teams was an occasional activity for 11.57% of 
respondents, while 77.69% indicated that they never participated in this activity. The study showed that 
3.3% of respondents stated that they often attended home games, with 2.07% indicating a participation 
rate of very often. Of Concordia study participants, 71.78% indicated that they never make use of exercise 
and fitness facilities at the university, 12.45% stated that they use the facilities occasionally, 6.64% 
indicated that they use the facilities often, and 3.73% of respondents indicated that they use these facilities 
very often. 

Regarding the level of their participation in intramural athletic programs, 83.4% of Concordia 
respondents indicated that they have never been involved. Respondents indicated an occasional 
participation at a rate of 4.15%, while 2.9% stated that they were often involved in intramural athletic 
programs; 3.32% indicated a response of very often 

68.05% of Concordia students indicated that they never consume five or more drinks in one sitting. 
Study participants stated that they occasionally do so at a rate of 20.75%. While 5.8% indicated that this 
activity was not applicable, 1.66% stated that they often consume five or more alcoholic drinks in one 
sitting; 3.73% indicated that they do so very often.
